FLAYS HOOVER 
AND OUTLINES 
RELIEF PLANS 


C. W. Schick Says He 
Believes President 
Is Not “Wholly 
American.’ 


PUT UNEMPLOYED 
IN CANTONMENTS 


President Hoover was flayed and 
a plan of relief for the nation’s 
unemployed 
was 
outlined 
by 
Charles W. Schick, of Chicago, 
formerly of Gettysburg, In an ad­ 
dress at a special meeting of the 
Albert J. Lentz post here, Friday 
evening. 
The president was criticized by 
Mr. Schick for allowing other na­ 
tions to dictate to the United 
States on armament reductions 
while foreign countries are In­ 
creasing their armies and navies 
and for helping other countries in 
their present economic difficulties 
instead of lending similar ald to 
pressing economic problems at 
home. 
"I honor and respect Mr. Hoover 
because I am an American and 
he Is my president,” the speaker 
said, “but when this country lends 
aid to foreign countries by the 
billions of dollars and then re­ 
fuses to grant the ex-soldiers the 
small bonus due them, I am ready 
to believe that our president Is not 
wholly American." 
Mr. Schick, a former state com­ 
mander of the Illinois legion, is en 
route to Washington for a confer­ 
ence with President Hoover on un­ 
employment, and the plan he will 
suggest, One sponsored by the Amer­ 
ican legion, will be among those 
outlined for the president next week 
by 
bankers, 
manufacturers 
and 
other business Interests. 
Enlist for Depression 
Briefly stated, Mr. Schick said his 
plan calls for the opening of every 
army cantonment, naval and marine 
station, 
aeronautical 
school 
and 
every other branch of the service 
and allow the unemployed to enlist 
“for the period of depression.” 
“After they enlist and are uni­ 
formed, put the men to work on 
roads, harbors, buildings and other 
permanent public projects, paying 
them wages which the men can send 
back to their families to tide them 
over this depression,” he added. 
"By doing this, you will keep the 
unemployed from attending meet- 
of communists, socialists and

PROPOSE SALES 
TAX IN AMERICA 


Senator Reed Would Cut defi­ 
cit By General Levy 
On Goods. 


Washington, Sept, 12 (AP)—Two 
adminstration Republicans Thursday 
catted for tax revision at the next con­ 
gress. 
Senator Recd, of Pennsylvania, high 
tanking Republican en the Finance 
committee, advocated a general sales 
tax of one-half of I per cent upon all 
commodities sold to the public. 
Representative Bacharach, of New 
Jersey, second ranking Republican on 
the House Ways and Means commit­ 
tee, which originates all revenue ’egis- 
lati<>n, proposed a •ales tax on "lux­ 
uries and non-essentials” ; an increase 
in rates on incomes of more titan 
$100,000; re«torat»on of the gift tax 
ami a b<x»st in estate tax let ie*. 
Tltese 
siiinthaneotts 
declarations, 
coming from administration leaders 
in fiscal affairs, assumed added signi­ 
ficance in view of the recent1 word 
from the White House that President 
Hoover is studying means of balanc­ 
ing the budget with another billion 
dollar deficit impending. 
Senator Reed, a close personal and 
political associate of Secretary Mellon, 
has been in agreement with the cab­ 
inet member on revenue legislation for 
years. The treasuty head is known 
to favor tax revision. 
The pronouncements of Reed and 
Bacharach followed closely a decla­ 
ration by Senator Watson, of Indiana, 
the party leader, against tax revision 
at this time. 
Democratic leaders, too, 
have declared against tax imreases 
and in favor of retarding the debt re­ 
tirement program. 
Senator Reed estimated that his 
universal sales tax, applying to every­ 
thing sold in the retail markets, w<*uld 
net the government almost two billions 
annually, or one-half of its total ex­ 
penses.

The questionnaire was designed to find out what the children had 
learned during the year. 
One of the answers reads, according to The Church Monthly, official 
organ of the congregation; "We share our money, but we have not 
learned to share other things, like giving up our seats." 
Other answers include the following: 
“We have learned to think about different kinds of pimple. 
“We have learned about unemployment and what lots of people have 
suffered from it. 
We have learned that the tenement district Is different 
* We have learned not always to think of ourselves. 
We have learned that some people don t have enough people to take 
care of them, like the orphans in Pennsylvania. 
"We have learned to share. We shared our fun, like the party we 
gave to the children from the Spanish Sunday school. 
"Some have learned to be polite and to cooperate. 
"Our charts have helped us. We don t like to get ’no,’ so we work 
to get ’yes.’ 
“We have learned lots of things from stories, such as what Jane Ad­ 
rian^ has done, and Jacob Rut. and Margaret o!

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
In a number of the eastern states, 
and particularly in New York city 
there are many infantile paralysis 
cases. 
With today’s widespread traveling 
extension of most epidemic diseases 
is hastened. 
However, to compen­ 
sate, our quarantine practices are 
better than they ever were, health 
officers closely watch all epidemic 
diseases and are usually effective in 
their efforts to curb them. 
In order to avoid contracting a 
disease to which one is both sus­ 
ceptible and exposed, it is essential 
to know how the disease spreads. 
Unfortunately, we do not defi­ 
nitely know how infantile paralysis 
is spread. We know th at it is caused 
by some living organism, too small 
to be seen under our most powerful 
microscopes. 
We know also that the virus of in­ 
fantile paralysis can be found in the 
intestines, windpipe, mouth, nose 
and throat of those who are ill. 
Also, the virus occasionally can 
be found in the nose and throat of 
persons coming in contact with in­ 
fantile paralysis sufferers, though 
these persons need not suffer from 
the disease. 
Those sick, or suspected to be suf­ 
fering 
from 
infantile 
paralysis, 
should be strictly quarantined. 
No 
one but those attending the patient 
should be allowed to come in contast 
with him. 
All utensils and other objects that 
come in contact with the patient 
should be disinfected. 
All homes should be screened and 
guarded against insects. 
Dust should be suppressed, milk 
should be pasteurized and food arti­ 
cles should be guarded against con­ 
tamination. 
Children should be kept away from 
crowds. 
Common drinking cups should be 
avoided. 
If a child 
develop* suspicious 
symptoms he should be put to bed 
and a physician called at once.

Captain Eldridge is comman­ 
der* of the guard detachment at 
Jonesboro state college here. 
The city council, Mayor H. J. Bog­ 
ier and Sheriff W. E. Nash had ask­ 
ed the governor to declare martial 
law following a clash between church 
members and authorities at the city 
hall Thursday. 
The clash came 
after the mayor had refused the re­ 
quest of the Rev. Joe Jeffers, an 
evangelist, to hold a prayer meeting 
on the city hall lawn. 
Mayor, Police Chief Attacked 
In the disturbance Thursday a 
follower of the Rev. Mr. Jeffers at­ 
tacked Mayor Bogier when the latter 
interrupted a prayer service the 
preacher attempted to hold. Police­ 
men rescued the mayor and the fol­ 
lower then attacked Chief of Police 
Craig. Order was restored and the 
crowd dispersed after it was an­ 
nounced the hearing had been con­ 
tinued until Saturday. 
Mr. Jeffers had gone to the city 
hall to protest the arrest of three of 
hii^ followers on assault and battery 
charges after a fight at the First 
Baptist church Wednesday night. 
The evangelist, preaching in a re­ 
vival tent, had assailed the charac­ 
ter of Dr. H S. Heard, pastor of the 
church. Recently twenty-one mem­ 
bers of the Jeffers’ faction were dis­ 
missed from the church on charges 
of "disloyalty and failure to stand 
by the church." 


RUSE TRAPS 4

Bigger Soybean 
Yield Foreseen 


Raleigh. N. C. (AP)—Good yields 
of soybean hay are secured some­ 
times without fertilizer, but more 
profitable crops result from the use 
of plant food mixtures. 
It is a mistake, says Enos 
C. 
Blair, 
extension 
agronomist 
at 
North Carolina 
State college, to 
plant soybeans without fertilizer. 
"For instance," he said, "M. C. 
Thomas, of Moore county, made a 
yield of 4,576 pounds of hay to the 
acre by applying 440 pounds of an 
8-3-3 fertilizer, and an application 
of the same amount of 8-2-4 fer­ 
tilizer increased the yield 70 per 
cent at a Rocky Mount experiment 
station."

er of the tax must turn one-fourth 
of his income over to the govern­ 
ment. 
The exemption limit for married
